FORGER SUICIDES. 


WAS A PROMINENT CITIZEN 
IN IOWA. ; 


When His Crime Was Discovered 
and He Was About to be Ar- 
rested He Shot Himself 
Through the Head.

OMAHA, March 10.—At Cromwell, a lit- 
tle town near Creston, Iowa, Dave Blos- 
yo @ prominent citizen, committed sui- 
cide. 

It developed today that Blossar was a 
forger, but to what extent is not defi- 
nitely known and probably never will be. 
The Creston National Bank became aware 
that it had collateral on Blossar that was 
forged and the investigations revealed 
that the peculations of Blossar extended 
over a period of three years.

Able and Interesting Document of 
Japan’s Peace Envoys by Which 
They Decline to Treat with 

Those from China. .

LONDON, March 10.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) Official copies of the notes passing 
between the peace envoys of China and 
Japan, together with translated copies of 
the credentials of the envoys, have been 
received in this city. The correspondence 
opens with the note of the Japanese For- 
eign Minister, acerediting the Japanese 
commissioners, and @ translated as fol- 
lows: | 

“Viscount Mutsy Munemitsu, Juni I, first 
class of the Imperial Order of the Sacred 
Treasury, His Imperial Majesty’s Minis- 
ter of State for Foreign Affairs, has the 
honor to ammounce to their excellencies, 
the plenipotentiaries of His Majesty, the 
Emperor of China, that His Majesty, the 
Eniperor of Japan, has appointed His Ex- 
cellency, Count Ito of Paullowani. His Im- 
perial Majesty’s Minister, President of the 
State, and the undersigned, as his plen- 
ipotentiaries, to conclude with the duly- 
authorized plenipotentiarics of China pre- 
liminaries of peace, and has confided to 
them full powers for that purpose.

“VISCOUNT MUTSU MUNEMITSU, 


for Foreign Affairs. 

Hiroshima, the 3ist day of the first 
month of the twenty-eighth year of Meiji.” 

The credentials of the Japanese com- 
missioners are as follows: 

“Mutsuhito, by the grace of Heaven, 
Emperor of Japan, and seated on the 
throne occupied by the same dynasty from 
time immemorial, to all to whom these 
| presents shall come, grecting: 


peace between our empire and that of 
China, in order to maintain the peace 
of the Orient, we, deposing special trust 
and confidence in Count Ito Hirobuni, 
Juni I, Grand Cross of the Imperial Order 
of Paullowani, our Minister, President of 
State, and Viscount Mutsu Munemitsu 
Juni IT, first class of the Imperial Order 
of the Sacred Treasury, our Minister of 
State for Foreign Affairs, and having full 
knowledge of their wisdom and ability, do 
hereby mame them as our plenipotenti- 
aries. 

“We have given to our plenipotentiaries 
full power to meet and treat, either sep- 
arately or conjointly, with the plenipo- 
tentiaries of China, and to conclude and 
sign preliminaries of peace. 

“‘We ehall examine all stipulations which 
our said plenipotentiaries may agree upon, 
and, finding such stipulations proper and 
in good and due form, we shall ratify them. 

“In witness whereof we have hereunto 
set our signature and caused the great 
seal of the empire to be affixed. 

“Done at Hiroshima, the 3ist day of the 
first month of the twenty-eighth year of 
Meiji, corresponding to the 2555th year 
from the coronation of the Emperor 
Jimmu.”’ 

CHINESE CREDENTIALS. 

‘Translation of the credential letters from 
His Imperial Majesty, and Emperor of 
China, to His Imperial Majesty, the Em- 
peror of Japan: 
~-““Phe Emperor of China sends greeting 
to the Emperor of Japan. 

“Our two empires being in the same 


for dislike, but lately on account of the 
Korean affair we had to resort to arms 
which has resulted in loss of life and de- 
struction of property. This was an un- 
avoidable step. Now, through the media- 
tion of the United States government, 
both nations will appoint plenipotentia- 
ries with full powers to meet and treat 
and satisfactorily settle the matter in dis- 
pute. For this purpose we appoint Chang 
Yen Hoon, president of the board, mem- 
ber of the Tsung-Li-Yamen, senior vice- 
president of the board of revenue, and 
Shao Yu Lien of the first rank and acting 
Governor Hunan, as our plenipotentiaries 
with full powers to go tO your country, 
trusting Your Majesty will receiye them 
so that the said plenipotentiaries may dis- 
charge their duties.” 

(Seal.) 

JAPAN’S TRANSLATION OF THEM. 

“We decree and we do appoint Chang 
Yen Hoon, holding the rank of president 
of the board, minister of the Tsung- 
Li-Yamen, and junior vice-president of 
the board of revenu, and Shao Yu Lien, 
an officer of the Button in the first rank 
and acting Governor of Hunan, as our 
plenipotentiaries to meet and negotiate 
the matter with the plenipotentiaries ap- 
pointed by Japan. You will, 
telegraph to the Tsung-Li-Yamen for the 
purpose of obtaining our commands by 
which you will abide. The members of 
your mission are placed under your con- 
trol. 

“You will carry out your mission in a 
faithful and diligent manner and will 
fulfill the trust we have reposed in you. 
Respect this.’’ 

(Seal of the Imperial Commander.) 

ASK FOR INFORMATION. 

“Memorandum: His Imperial Majesty’s 
plenipotentiaries have the honor to an- 
| mounce that the full powers which they 
have just communicated to the plenipoten- 
tiaries of His Majesty, tit Emperor of 
China, embody all the authority which His 
Majesty, the Emperor of Japan, has 
comfided to them in connection with 
the negotiation and conclusion of 
peace, and in order to avoid as far as pos-

“To the plenipotentiaries of His Maj- 
esty, the Emperor of Japan: We have 
the honor to state that you handed to us 
on the 7th day of the first month of the 
twenty-first year of Kuang Su, your com- 
mission from your Imperial Majesty and 
at the some time a memorandum in which 
you ask of us a written reply respecting 
our full powers. We beg to state that 
our commissions, handed to you at the 
same time in exchange, embody the full 
powers given by our Imperial Majesty for 
the negotiantion and conclusion of peace, 
with authority to conclude articles to that 
end and to sign them. In order to insure 
the prompt execution of the treaty we 
may agree upon, we shall wire the terms 
for imperial sanction and fix the date for 
singnature, after which the same shall be 
taken to China for examination by His 
Imperial Chinese Majesty, and being 
proper and in good and due form will be 
ratified on the 8th day of,the first moon 
of the twenty-first year of Kuang Su.” 
(Seal.) 

WON'T ACKNOWLEDGE THEM. 


The following speech was addressed by 
Count Ito to their Excellencies Chang 
Yen Hoon and Shoa Yu Lien, at the 
conference of the 2d of February, 1895: 

“The measure which my colleague and 
myself find it necessary at this moment 
to adopt is the logical and inevitable re- 
sult of a situation for which we, are in 
no wise responsible. 

“China has hitherto held herself almost 
entirely aloof from other powers, and 
while she has in some instances enjoyed 
the advantages accruing to her as a mem- 
ber of the family of nations, she has per- 
haps more frequently denied the respon- 
sibilities of that relation. She has pur- 
sued a policy of isolation and distrust aud 
consequently her external relations have 
not been characterized by that frankness 
essential to good neighborhood. 

“Instances are not wanting in which 
Chinese commissioners, after formally 
agreeing to international compacts, have 
refused to affix their seals, and cases might 
be cited in which treaties solemnly con- 
cluded have been unceremoniously and 
with no apparent reason repudiated.. 

“These unfortunate occurrences find a 
sufficient explanation in the fact that China 
was not on these occasions seriously in 
earnest, but beyond that lit might be said 
with truth that the officials who were 
designated to carry on negotiations had not 
been clothed with the power necessary for 
the purpose. It has from the first been 
the wish of Japan to avoid results which 
history teachers are liable to be the out- 
come of negotiations with Chinese officials 
who are not clothed with full power in the 
sense in which that term is usually 


ment made it a condition precedent to any 
peace negotiations, that the Chinese pleni- 
potentiaries should be furnished with full 
power to conclude peace, and ft was only 
upon receiving positive assurances from 
the Chinese government that that condi- 
‘tion precedent has been complied with 
and that the Chinese plenipotentiaries were 
on their way to Japan, that His Majesty, 
the Emperor of Japan, conferred upon my 
colleague and myself full powers to con- 
clude and sign preliminaries of peace with 
the plenipotentiaries of China. 


“That your excellencies’ powers are, not- | 


wt'thstanding that assurance, fatally defec- 
tive, is to me a sure indication that the 
government of China is not yet really 
solicitous of peace. 

“Criticism is nearly exhausted by a sim- 
ple comparison of the two ‘instruments 
which were reciprocally exchanged at this 
board yesterday, but it is not out of place 
to point out that one fiulfills the definition 
which is usually giveh among civilized 
states to the term ‘full powers;’ while the 
other is destitute of nearly all those quali- 
ties which are regarded as essential to 
such powers; it even fails to indicate the 
subject upon which your excellencies are 
to negotiate; it does not authorize your 
excellencies to conclude or to sign any- 
thing; it is silent on the subject of the 
imperial ratification of your excellencies’ 
act. In short, it would seem that the au- 
thority which has been conferred upon 
your excellencies would be completely 
fulfilled by your representing to your gov- 


ernment what my colleagues and myself | 


might have to say. In this situation it 
would be impossible for us to continue ne- 
gotiations. It may be asserted that usage 
is entirely ignored in this instance. I 
cannot admit the sufficiency of such an ex- 
planation. I disclaim any right to inter- 


.fere with the purely domestic customs of 


China, but I deem it not only my right 
but my duty to insist that, in international 
concerns affecting my own country, the 
peculiar methods of China shall not yet 
be the superior rule of international inter- 


course. 

“The restoration of peace is a matter of 
the greatest importance. To bring about 
a re-establishment of amicable relations 
it is not only necessary that treaties with 
that object in view should be signed, but 
it is imperative that the engagements 
should be fulfilled in good faith. 

“While Japan has found no reason to 
approach China on the subject of peace; 
she nevertheless feels bound, in deference 
to that civilzation which she represents, to 
listen to any bona fide overtures which 
China may advance, but she will decline 
to take part in the future in any fruitless 
negotiations or become a party to a paper 
peace. The terms which Japan agrees to 
will be scrupulously observed by her, and 
she will at the same time insist upon a 
like observance of the terms by China. 

‘‘Whenever, therefore, China finds her- 
self seriously and sincerely desirous of 
peace and will confide actual powers to 


‘Chinese officials, Whose names and posi- 


tions will serve as an assurance that the 
terms to which they may. agree to will be 
confirmed and carried out in good faith 
Japan will be prepared to enter upon new 
negotiations. 

“The imperial government repeatedly 
declared through the United States repre- 
sentatives at Tokio and Peking that the 
appointment of plenipotentiaries with full 
powers to conclude peace was an indispens- 
able prerequisite to negotiations on the 
subject of peace. 

“His Imperial Majesty’s plenipoten- 
tiaries, however, find that the authoriza- 
tion which their excellencies, the plenipo- 
-tentiaries of His Majesty, the Emperor of 
China, communicated to them on the Ist 
inst., is wholly inadequate for the purpose 
for which it is claimed it was issued. It

‘stood. Conseqently “thé fmperial govern- 


ceded from the position which they an- 
nounced to the representatives of the 
United States, that they had taken on the 
subject of full powers, and the imperial 
Japanese plenipotentiaries having been 
entrusted by His Majesty, the Emperor 
of Japan, with actual proper and com- 
plete full powers, cannot consent to treat 
with plenipotentiaries of His Majesty, the 
Emperor of China, who are only author- 
ized to discuss matters, to report to the 
Tsung-Li-Yamen and to obtain subse- 
quent commands of the throne by which 
they are to be guided. Under these cir- 
cumstances it'only remains for the pleni- 
potentiaries of His Majesty, the Emperor 
of Japan, to declare the present negotia- 
tions at an end.

VICTORIOUS JAPANESE. 


Defeat the Chinese Wherever They 
Meet Them. 
By Telegraph to The Times. 

LONDON, March 10.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) The Central News correspondent 
in Tokio says: ; 

“Yesterday Gen. Nodzu reported that 
his army, with the aid of the first division, 
had attacked the Chinese under Gen. Lung 
at Thein-Chang-Tai on the west bank of 
the Liao-Ho, fifteen miles west of Old New- 
Chwang, this morning. The Japanese ad- 
vanced from three directions. Hot artil- 
lery fire was opened at 7 a.m., and under 
its cover three bodies of troops stormed 
the town. 

The Chinese numbered 10,000 or more. 
At first they fought stubbornly, but event- 
ually they broke and ran, throwing down 
arms and. making no effort to save stand- 
ards or gage. Most of the Chinese 
fled to the northwest. Although the Jap- 
anese loss was but 100 killed, the Chinese 
left more than 2000 dead and dying 
around the town. All the enemy’s war 
material was captured. The town caught 
fire during the fight and before night it 
was burned to the ground. 

The Central 
Shanghai says the Chinese are making 
great preparations to defend Formosa 
against an expected landing of Japanese. 


FIERCE BATTLE

EFFORTS TO GET THE LEASED 
LANDS BILL PASSED. 


Mr. Spreckels Says Gov. Budd Heart- 
ily Approves of the Measure 
and if Passed He Will | 
Sign it.

SAN FRANCISCO, March 10.—A con- 
cession which means Much to the San 
Joaquin Valley Railroad is now in the 
hands of the State Legislature for its ap- 
proval or rejection. It is embodied in 
Assembly bill No. 709, and under it the 
Harbor Commissioners are granted the 
power to lease fifty acres of the mud flats 
around South San Francisco to the new 
railroad for a term of fifty years for de- 
pots, warehouses and other purposes which 
may be necessary for the terminus of the 
railroad. The bill passed its third reading 
in good shape and will come up for final 
passage tomorrow. Claus Spreckels and 
his son, John D. Spreckels, were in Sacra- 
mento last week in the interest of the 
proposed measure. They returned on 
Saturday, and both feel vary confident 
that the measure will pass with little op- 
position. 

“‘While I was in Sacramento,”’ continued 
Mr. Spreckels, “I saw the Governor and 


he expressed ‘himself as heartily in favor 


of the measure. If it passes the Leglisla- 
ture I am sure that he will sign it. I do 
not think that one legislator will have 
the hardihood to oppose the measure. If 
he should I do not see how he could pos- 
sibly look one of his poor constituents in 
the face. There are many men who are 
seeking work throughout the State in or- 
der to keep alive their starving families 
and these are the ones who will primarily 
receive the benefit of the new road at the 
start. 

“As soon as this order passes, giving the 
road fifty acres of tide lands, we will be- 
gin work under the advice of our engi- 
neers, and any suggestions which our 
stockholders make will receive con- 
sideration. There is no ‘bug’ in this road 
of ours. We ask for no State aid, and all 
that we ask is a lease for fifty years of 
certain tide lands. On this land we wiil 
put up buildings and other improvements 
which, after the fifty years are up, will 
revert to the State.”’ 

The intention of the present stockho!d- 
ers, according to Mr. Spreckels, is to pool 
issues for a number of years, say twenty, 
and junder this agreement no one could 
sell s or her stock and thus give the 
Southern Pacific Company a chance to buy 
in and control the company’s affairs. 

“This is not a rich man’s road,’ said 
Mr. Spreckels, ‘‘because the stockholders 
range from $100 to $50,000, as to their 
monetary investment in the road. It is the 
first time in the history of the country 
that a poor man was able to buy stock 
in a railroad. There is another feature to 
the tide-land grant proposition. It is not 
a selfish request. If such a site is granted 
for terminal facilities, any other railroad 
coming into the State and incorporating 
under our laws, may have the benefit of 
ft. If the Atlantic and Pacific, the Atchi- 
son, Topeka and Santa Fe, the Northern 
Pacific, Union Pacific or any other road 
will come through to our city they can 
have the privilege of this grant by incor- 
porating under the laws of our State.”

The Ancient Volcano 


Of Orizaba. 


It is in a State of Violent 
Eruption.

Great Alarm Exists Among the 
Dwellers of the Neighboring 
Cities and Villages—Masses 
Said in the Churches.

CORDOBA (State of Vera Cruz, Mexico,) 
March 10.—The peak of Orizaba, an an- 
cient volcano, is in a state of eruption. 
The signs of disturbance began to mani- 
fest themselves last Sunday night and 
have increased in force constantly since 
that time. It is now vomiting poisonous 
gases and thick volumes of smoke are 
emitted from a hundred apertures in its 
great maw. 

The earth for 100 miles around is shaken 
perceptibly with subterranean vibrations. 
A great alarm exists among the dwellers 
in the cities of Cordoba, Orizaba, Ja- 
lapa and the dozens of small villages~ 
scattered within the scope of the strangs 
and interesting phenomenon. The shocks 
as yet have not been of a serious nature, 
and no damage from them has been re- 
ported. The rim of the crater glows like 
fire and the thick gases rolling down the 
mountain sides have set aflame the 
grasses and vegetation covering the sides 
to the summit, which adds to the density 
of the smoke and the grandeur of the 
spectacle. 

For the public safety the Governor of 
the State of Vera Cruz will shortly name 
a commission of scientists to make all the 
investigation into the eruption possible, 
and to make recommendations loking 
to the protection of the inhabitants of 
the neighboring villages. The present 
eruption is in the heart of the best im- 
proved land in Mexico. The coffee plan- 
tations are not as yet thought to be in 
danger of damage, nor will they be un- 


less a fall of thitk ashes occurs, which™ 


is not considered probable. : 
Masses are being said in all the churches 

of the locality to ward off the impending 

danger. Coming soon after the late de 


_ structive volcanic activities in many parts 


of the’ republic, the eruption of Orizaba 
has many terrors, not only to the people 
in its vicinity, but to all living in the 
great volcanic belt of Mexico stretching 
from the active volcano of Colima on the 
west coast clear to the Gulf of Mexico on 
the east. Within this belt are numbered 
dozens of old craters, either in repose 
or smoking constantly. It is natural to 
suppose that should its eruptions continue 
the cther volcanoes would be affected and 
a general earthquake set in. The conse 
quence of such a catastrophe are hard to 
tell, but could hardly be anything less 
than very disastrous to Pueblo, Mexico 
City and the hundreds of other towns in 
the heart of Mexico.

SAN FRANCISCO, March 10.—Private 
advices received. here give an interesting 
and important communication from Mer. 
Satolli to the prominent officials of Guate- 
mala concerning that country’s following 
the course of Nicaragua in'sending to 
Rome an envoy extraordinary and minis- 
ter plenipotentiary. In the course of the 
document reference is made as to the 
propriety, under the United States Consti- 
tution, of official relations between Wash- 
ington and Rome and an interpretation is 
given to that feature of the Constitution 
relative to the separation of church and 
state. 

Mer. Satolli’s letter was written while 
negotiations were pending about four 
months ago. It refers at length to diffi- 
culties in chureh administration in Guate- 
mala, and suggests that certain changes 
desired by the government should be ac- 
companied by an equivalent of advantage 
to render less burdensome the condition 
of the church in Guatemala. The docu- 
ment says: 

“In tht first place, allow me to reflect 
that to re-establish diplomatic relations 
between the Holy See and your govern- 
ment a concordat would not be necessary, 
but that they could be re-established and 
maintained without it. Besides, it is well 
to reflect that the holy father enjoys al- 


church and the state (sanctioned by the 
constitution,) excluded the action of one 
Power over another in civil matters in re- 
gard to the church, and in religious mat- 
ters in respect to the estate, but does not 
exclude or restrict relations between the 
one power and the other, unless by sep- 
aration is meant the inevitable hostility 
or open wrong of the civil power toward 
the church and its ministry. 
point to consider that nations (although 
they have in their constitutions the prin- 
ciple of separation between state and 
church,) maintain, nevertheless, amicable 
reports and relations with the Holy Gee,

States it is said Mgr. Satolli’s argument

PENDLETON (Or.,) March 10.—Uma- 
tilla county had an addition to tts 
citizenship of 1000 Indians yesterday, 
when Judge Fee rendered his decision. 
The effect of this decision, no doubt, if 
sustained by the higher courts, will be 
to remove all restrictions from the Uma- 
tilla Indians, except in handling their 
lands, which were allotted under condi- 
tion. The Indian chiefs who have been 
under arrest for defying the authority of 
the Indian Count, were immediately re- 
leased and a council called at Young 
Chief’s amp, fifteen miles above the 
agency, of all the Indians to consider 
matters. 

Near the agency Capt. Richards camped 
with Troop D, Fourth Cavalry, from Walla 
Walla, accoutred for heavy service. Agent 
Harper said: 

“I called for the troops because Judge 
Fee’s decision removes all my authority 
over the Indians. No power now exists 
to prevent the Indians becoming intoxi- 
cated and endangering the lives of all 
on the reservation. They are now free 
to follow their natural inclinations and 
drift back to savagery.” , 

This radical change in the relations of 
the Indians to the people of this county 
renders some citizens timid. There are 
expressions of fear that dire results may 
follow. The Indian agent under the new 
regime can ‘merely rent the In lands 
to whites. The Indian Court is done: 
away with, the Indian policemen are dis- 
charged, and the State courts have com- 
plete and sole jurisdiction.

The Dockery Commission. 


WASHINGTON, March 10.—A review of 
thé work done by tthe Dockery Joint Com- 
mission of Congress created for the purpose 
of inquiring into and examining the status 
of the law organizing the executive depart- 
ments, has been printed. The greater num- 
ber of the recommendations of the com- 
mission, so far, have been put into prac- 
tical operation, and have been from time 
to time made public. The review shows 
that the entire cost of the commission ag- 
gregated $41,264, while the actual annual 
reductions in the government expenditures 
made, as a result of its work, amount to 
$607,591. 

“The reduction,” the review continues, 
‘ig not for the time being only, but will 
continue through each of the coming 
years. The commission, however, feels 
that the expedition of public business and 
the added security to the government in 
its methods of accounting under the new 
systems inaugurated would have fully jus- 
tifled its existence, even if there had been 
no diminution in expenses.”’ 

A census of the departments held here 
at the direction of the commission, dis- 
closes the fact that in the executive de- 
partments and other government estab- 
lishments at ‘the national capital there are 
employed 19,694. Of the number 11,667 
are employed in the eight executive de- 
partments, the Department of Labor, Civil 
Service Commission and Fish Commission, 
which are under civil service law; 8027 
are in the class subject to competitive ex- 
amination preliminary to appointment, 
and 3265 of that number entered the serv- 
ice after suth examination and that of 
the whole number employed 5610 have 
from one to nine relatives each in the gov- 
ernment service at Washington. The 
commission also reported a concurrent 
resolution which provided for the en- 
grossment and enrolling of Congressional 
acts by printing, which says its value 
from the standpoint of both accuracy and 
economy is illustrated by the fact that not 
a single error has occurred under the 
system up to this time. 

Much space is given to a recital of the 
benefits which, the review asserts, have 
been accomplished as a result by the com- 
mission and subsequently incorporated in 
a bill approved by the President July 31, 
1894. The estimated annual saving result- 
ing from this reform is put at $239,430. 

Among the recommendations made by 
the commission and not acted on, relate 
to the reorganization of the office of Su- 
pervising Architect, contested land cases, 
repeal of the land contest act, transfer 
of duties of receivers of land offices, pub- 
lic surveys, abolition of the office of so- 
licitor of internal revenue, bonds of gov- 
ernment officials, checking of money or- 
ders, abolition of naval officers at all 
ports and the establishment of a substi-

Riot Breaks Out in the Juvenile Iili-

CHICAGO, March 10.—A riot broke 
loose in the Illinois State Home for Ju- 
venile Female Offenders on Indiana avenue 
tonight. Thirty-four inmates, ranging in 
years from 10 to 18,rosein rebellion against 
the matron, Mrs, Dayton, and her assist- 
ants were powerless to control their 
charges and were compelled to shut them- 
selves in rooms to escape their almost 
frenzied assailants. The girls went 
through the house breaking furniture and 
windows and smashing crockery and every- 
thing they could lay their hands on.

MINE DISASTER. . 


OLD ABE IN NEW MEXICO Is ON 


Smoke and Gas Will Prevent Any 
Rescuing Parties Going Down 
the Shaft Until the Flames 
Subside.

DENVER, March 10.—A special to the 
Rocky Mountain News from White Oaks, 
N. M., says that at 3 o’clock this morning 
fire broke out in the changeroom of the 
hoisthouse of the Old Abe mine and in a 
few minutes the structure, a large and 
well-built one, was a mass of flames. It 
was completely destroyed, together with 
the wood and smith shops. The mill, 
sixty feet away, escaped without damage. 
The woodwork of the shaft was burned 
out and the hoisting machinery destroyed.

The entombed men are: Charles Sher- 
rick, W. J. Williams, Franky Wilson, John 
Davis, George Baxter, — White, Jerry 
Conver and W. B. Mitchell. Williams and 
Sherrick are old miners of expertence and 
have faced like dangers before. They 
are cool-headed and if any place of safety 
was to be found they found it. The fire 
drove the engineer from the hoist while 
George Wilkinson was going down in the 
bucket. He had reached the ninth level 
when the hoist was abandoned and was 
shot down 200 feet to the thirteenth, where 
the bucket struck, tipped and threw him 
imto the drift. He was stunned, but re- 
covered, climbed back to the second level 
and escaped by the air shaft. This is the 
only serious mining accident here ‘since 
the burning of the South Homestake shaft

Whether this was 
due to lunar formations emphasized by 
the phenomenon, or caused by the eclipse, 
the magnifying power @mptoyed would 
not determine. 

Precisely at 6 h. 52 m 12 &. 00 
curred the second contact. What 
was, perhaps, to your correspondent, the 
-most marked thing about this eclipse was 
the copperish color remaining bunched in 
one place at and near the southern. limb. 
This color always accompanies an eclipse 
of the moon, but is genrally spread over 
the entire surface, while ‘n this case, ex- 
cept just before the third contact, it was 
confined wholly to the regioa adjacent to 
the southern limb; while diametrically cp- 
posite, on the northern cdge, the mon 
was enveloped in the most beautiful pale 
blue light. These colors maintained their 
relative positions during the major portion 
of totality, 

The celebrated crater Tycho was visi- 
ble throughout the entire eclipse, and the 
white streaks radiating from iit, some over 
a thousand miles lomz, were. very promi- 
nent.

‘BUSINESS TRANSACTED ON WHEELS 

THE WORLD OVER. 
What may be called, not improperly, the 
bicycle passion, has full possession of 
several leading countries of the world, 


gays the Chautaiiquan. 
France, notably those parts of them in 
and about London and Paris, have been 
so given over to it for some time that 
a large portion of their population come 


and go on their errands of business or. 


_pleasure “‘on a wheel.”” Americans who 
have recently traveled abroad have been 
astonished at the general use of the bicycle 
there, and have been still more astonished 
on returning to their own country during 
the last year to discover what headway 
‘the passion has made here. It is said 
to be a conservative estimate by compe 
tent authorities that during the year now 
closing 250,000 bicycles have been sold in 
this country, and that the number of riders 
approaches a million. There are said to 
be over fifty thousand in New York and 
its neighborhood and fully half that num- 
ber in and about Boston. The latter city 
caught the passion from Europe some tfme 
before New York did and has a larger 
proportion of its population, male and 
female, regularly devoted to it. 
The bicycle is, indeed, the great leveler. 
It puts the poor man on a level with the 
nich, enabling him to “sing the song of 
the open road” as freely as the milHonaire, 
and to widen his knowledge by visiting 
the regions near to or far from his home, 
observing how other men live. He could 
mot afford a railway journey and sojourn 
in these places, and he could not walk 
through them without tiring sufficiently 
to destroy in a measure the pleasure 
which he sought. But he can ride through 
twenty, thirty, fifty, even seventy miles 
of country in a day without serious fa- 
tigue, and with no expense save his board 
and lodging. To thousands of men and 
women the longing of years to travel 
_@ little as soon as they could afford it is 
thus gratified, virtually without limit, for 
a “little journey in the world’’ can be 
mere on every recurring holiday or vaca- 
tion. 
At a recent election in Alabama the 
Birmingham Bicycle Club, composed of 
thirty members, collected the returns 
from remote sections of the State and 
brought them to Birmingham before’ the 
city votes had been counted, traveling, in 
order to accomplish this, over 1000 miles:

Re- 
lays of riders in pairs to avoid delay in 
case of accident were stationed along the 
route. Through a portion of the journey 
rain descended in torrents, the roads were 
in bad condition, and there was a strong 
head wind; yet in spite of these disadvan- 
tageous circumstances the round trip of 
800 miles was made in fifty hours and 
twenty-seven minutes. The best time 
ever made when fast coaching was at its 
height was forty-two hours and twenty- 
three minutes for half the journey. Dem- 
onstrations like these show that the bi- 
cycle occupies a field of human activity 
which is both new and capable of such ex- 
pansion as to make it a necessity hence- 
forth. 

No one can study this subject and not 
reach the conviction that instead of de- 
clining the use of the bicycle is destined 
to increase. Fifteen years ago the total 
sale of bicycles in this country in twelve 
months was only ninety-two. It was not 
till 1886, when the perfected modern 
“safety’’ made its appearance abroad (it 
appeared in this country a year later,) 
that the marvelous modern development 
of the passion began. A direct and salu- 
tary effect of the great popularity of 
bicycle riding will be to spread abroad the 
gospel of good roads. Every bicycle 
rider is a nftural and eloquent missionary 
of scientific road construction and every 
cyclist club is perforce a good road as 
well. There is thus growing up in all 
parts of the land an organized body of 
road reformers who will before many 
years have passed be -powerful enough to 
make their wishes law in many States.

The central and northern parts of the Ter- 
ritory are alive with prospectors, and the 
companies which were once making money 
hand over hand im ‘the silver camps of the 
south are now amusing themselves in the 
same fashion by means of the gold mines 
about Prescott and morthward. 

While capJtal is coming in for the de- 
velopment of our mines, the ‘alfalfa 
camps,” as Phoenix and its Salt River 
cotemporaries are styled by the miners, 
are getting hold of their share in the way 
of irrigation Yement. One of the 
latest schemes which” is materializing is 
the construction of a big irrigation e¢ys- 
tem on the Verde River. Maj. Pennington 
and a party of and Minnesota 
capitalists visited that part of the Terri- 
tory in the Special car two weeks 
ago and went home perfectly satisfied with 
the advisability of Mushing the enterprise 
at once.

ADVENTURE A GRIZZLY. 


SOME INTERESTING POINTS on 
RIFLE SHOOTING. 


Stockbridge Tells of an Ugly En- 
counter with a Huge Mon- 
ster of the Moun- 
tains. 


a Special Contributor. | 
Percy Stockbridge of Colorado was seen 


your correspondent in the corridors of 
the Hollenbeck 1 today and kindly con- 
sented to give interview, together 
with a narrative of ome of bis many ad- 
ventures. 

Mr. Stockbridge stands almost without 
a peer in the "United States as an all- 
round fancy rifle shot, and perhaps has 
not a superior in the world. 

It is only within the last few years that 
he has become known to the public, and 
even now is not very widely known, as 
he only uses this skii for pleasure and not 
for gain or conquests. 

He has met and defeated some of the 
best marksmen in the world at 
shooting; such men as Carver, Buffalo Bill, 
Stubbs and Bogardus, always in a priv- 
ate match, and at difficukt shooting, ex- 
cept a public match with Bogardus in 
June, 1894, at Colorado Springs, at which 
place he defeated Bogardus with a score 
of 48 to 40 out of a possible 50 at difficult 
shooting. 

His skill ts something wonderful, in fact 
@imost phenomenal, as he fires with great 
rapidity and accuracy. 

I have seen him break seventy-five En- 
glish walnuts ¢n the air without a miss, 
and holding the rifle In four different posi- 
tions; and also hit a grain of corn thrown 

use “shot 
cartridges,” but all his es is done with 
bullets. 

“To what do you attribute your skfll 
with the rifle, Mr. Stockbridge; 4s it a re- 
sult of constant practice?’ — 

“No; it is not altogether the result of 
practice, for some meh miay practice con- 
stantly for years and yet never make 
marksmen. A good rifleman, Bike the 
musician, must be born; he must possess 
a@ certain gifted talent, peculiar to good 
markemen, but of course mere possession 
of the ability will not suffice; but to be- 


| come proficient he has to develop his tal- 


ent by constant and sincere practice. Aman 
must have a good nerve, and to attain that 
he must abstain entirely from the use of 
alcohol and tobacco. The use of either, 
no matter how moderate, will cause a 
tremor ef the nerve, that, although not 
outwardly perceptible, will cause a de- 
flection of the bullet, thereby spoiling his 
aim. He must have a strong, clear eye 
and a quick perception, especially in shoot- 
ing at flying objects, as it is important to 
decide and act instantly. 

“Tt is a good idea to shoot with both eyes 
open, as you thereby obtain a greater 
range of vision, and can more quickly 
pick out a moving object. 

“Hold your breath when firing, as the 
expansion of the chest will spoil your aim. 
Of course, most any man with ordinary 
‘ability can, by arduous practice, become a 
good shot; but to become an accurate ex- 
pert, an infallible certainty, he must pos- 
sess these qualifications.” 

Mr. Stockbridge is not only a crack 
rifle shot, but is a very enthusiastic 
hunter, especially after large game, and 
he has bagged & number of every specie 
that inhabit the United States. 

His adventures and narrow escapes while 
in search of large game are legion. One of 
the most exciting happened as follows, 
as told by himself: Ps 

“Our camp’ was located in a grassy 
“draw”’ the south side of the mountain 
up in the: Bear Creek couatry. We were 
looking fér grizzlies, and kad been in 
camp pearly a week without seeing any 
signs, although we had killed a couple of 
deer, a mountain lion and several grouse. 

Our,party consisted of two besides my- 
self; one of them was a  ‘“tenderfoot” 
named Joe; he was the life of the camp 
aud was afraid of his own shadow. 

We would sit arouml the fire at ni 
and tel! hair-Lreadih escapes until his 
eyes would shine so we could see to go 
to bed. Often he would awaken us in the 
night with a blood-curdling yell, thinking 
that a grizzly was after him. 

So much did his fears prey on his nerves 
that he could see a bear in every bunch of 
sage. Nevertheless we were in camp about 
ten days before any sign of bear was mant- 
fest. The snow’ was very deep on the 
mountains, espécially the north side. We 
had chosen a position on the south side 
not only for shelter but for grazing pur- 

, a8 we came by pack animals from 
Leadvitie and of course could mot carry 
much feed. We were accustomed to go 
two or three times a day to a spring to 
look for ‘“‘signs,” for we knew that ani- 
mals came ‘there to drink. 

One afternoon Joe came running in at 
the top of his speed. I hastily grabbed my 


saw ‘em,”” he “Saw what?’ 
we all asked at once. And after a few 
minutes of spluttering we found that he 
had seen some bear tracks leading to the 
spring. We hastily went down, and sure 
enough there were the fresh tracks of a 
huge grizsly, the very quarry of which we 
beter in search. It was too late that day 

to give chase, so we decided to wait until 


morning, and the evening was spent in| 
| cleaning up our guns for the morrow. 


‘We Were early” 
goon ready to start. 
want to go—wanted to stay with the cook 
Se ee we would not have it, so 
we all finally started. 

bear led us a long chase. It was 
difficult walking part of the time, as we 
were compelled to cross from one range 
to another, wading through snowdrifts and 
the ravines sometimes were very deep. 

Occasionally we could see where bruin 
had dug up the ground in search of roots, 
evidently he was very hungry and would 
not be a desirable customer to _ tackle. 
Hunting large game is always fraught with 
more or less danger; however, the larger 
the game does not always increase the 
danger, for the Hon, panther or wildcat 
makes ap ugly fight when wounded or cor- 
nered, and their quick movements render 
it almost impossible for an inexperienced 
band to get in a telling shot. 

Coolness, a steady nerve and a quick 
brain are the only hope for a man when 
he comes face to face with an enraged lion. 
But danger from the animals is not the 
only one to which the hunter is subject, 
for he is Mable to fall over a precipice or 
get lost in a snowstorm, 
quent occurrence on the mountains. But 
it is the danger one encounters ‘that -cre- 

ates the fascination If hunting grizzlies 
os Woking up the

We continued on the track of bruin and 
he led us a rough chase, through snow- 
drifts, along the side of the mountain so 
steep we could barely make onr way.

me was gettiig along pretty well in the 
afternoon when we. sighted him on a

a STORM IN THE SAN BERN AR- 
DINO MOUNTAINS. 


In the west the stn blazes in all the 
splendor of our matchless stimmer 
days. In the east, far out beyond the 
distant mountain crest, the thunder- 
eaps are rising. Beyond the hot, bar- 
‘ren desert, far away where the shift 
ing Colorado River flows, the storm is 
gathering. A fierce breeze has been 
blowing from the ocean, but now it has 
ceased, and the world scems to stand 
still, awed by the nameless terror 
avhich mighty convulsions of Nature al- 
ways inspire, even before thelr terti- 
ble foree can be dreamed of. The iali 
pines shiver, and each needle seems 
charged with electricity, which makes 


it strive to get as far from its ueigh- 


bors as possible. 

The brush shimmers ena throws out 
faint aromatic odcrs in the intense 
sunshine; the tilting lizards stand tip- 
toed and still, as though listening to 
“heat the voice of the storm. ‘The 
noisy river moans and gurgles as it 
rushes beneath the alders as 
in terror for its live. ' 

Slowly the thunder-caps rear their 
heads, their tops: as white as driven 
snow, their depths black as 
save where a ragged rent reveals the 
lightning’s course. As far up in the 
canyon as the eye can reach the trees 
ere still and silent as if frozen, but 
ithe smooth, rounded crests of the 
thunder-cap begin to send out Yong, 
ragged streamers, like benners of an 
on-sweeping army; the wind rouscs 
from its sleep and the storm comes 
rushing on.

bushes. <A long streamer of clouds 
drifts swiftly athwart the sun, blotting 
the landscape with a jagged dagger 
of shadow, and the blue sky disap 
since been hidden from view by the 
dense veil of rain which the elonds 
ure swiftly drawing across the scene 
The muttering thrnadér‘now speaks in 
mighty voice, shaking the massive hilis 
to their foundation, and the fitful 
xlare of the lightning tinges the scene 
With a bluish, sulphureous light. With 
© howl the vanguard of rain sweeps 
along, and the whole world is Jost. 
Back and forth wave the trees in ap 
agony of fright: twigs, limbs send 
leaves go driving.past, borne on the 
rushing gale. The roar of the river 
is lost in the scream of the storm 
‘Here end there trees in their terror 
fall prone to the earth and uplift w av 
ing limbs entreating for mercy. Righr. 
and left are fiying the deadly bolts as 
though the God of Thunder were mak 
ing sport of his murderous work. From 
each erstwhile dry ravine specds a 
muddy torrent, and soon the river, 
roused to fury by the onslaught of the 
storm, raises its voice M protest. At 
last, wild with rage, it rushes ut its 
rocky. banks, tears them to pieces and 


runs rampant on its course of destruc- 


tion. Borne onward by the resistless 
force of the stream great boulders are 
swept rumbling and grating down the 
stream, while trees and driftwood 
‘scurry by on the flood as if iu haste 
to find a place of refuge. 

. Wnnoticed, the viclence of the storm 
as though half 
amused at their auger, the clonds be- 
gin te lighten. The loud thunder bas 
passed and now reverberates iv the 
West. The rain falls in lines less 
slanting, and the water which a short 
time ago covered the ground now be- 
gins to run in courses. Dimly the 
, Mountains loom through the falling 


rain, and the pine trees sway back 


‘and forth as though grieving the 


destruction wrought. 

Stiff and aggressive the sturdy 
buckthotn stands as -though well 
pleased at the contest from which it 
emerges unschted.

RELIGIOUS FORCES. 


Co-opetation of the Sects in 
Los Angeles. 


Rev. C. 8. Vaile’s Paper Showing 
How the City Can be 
‘Christianized. 

Some Statistics of the Various Re- 
ligious Societies—The Possible 
Influence of the Churches’ 
Location. 


At a recent mecting of the Ministerial 
Union Rey. C, §. Vaile read a carefully- 
prepared paper on the subject of needed 
co-operation of the religious forces in Los 
Angeles, a synopsis of which is here given. 

“The sons of this world are for their 
own generation wiser than the sons of 

In these words, said Rev. Mr. Vaile, 
Christ deprecdtes the lack of wisdom in 
His followers in respect to the interests of 
His wKingdom. The force of the rebuke 
grows upon us in these days when an in- 
creasing prudence is displayed in worldly 
matters. Whatever elise this parable may 
involve, tt includes the idea that the sons 
of men in their methods of conducting the 
ordinary businegs of life are wiser for 
their generation, than are the followers of 
Christ in carrying on the work of His 
Kingdom. There is more of enthusiasm, 
of persistency, unanimity, co-operation 
and harmony among the members of trades 
clubs or federations of men striving for 
some common earthly end than is shown 
in their high mission by the  brother- 
hood of Jesus. Satan is better served by 
his subjects than (is Christ by His follow- 
ers. The spirt of the age is more per- 
sistent in effecting its aim than is the 
church in accomplishing its divine mission. 
I wish to illustrate the pertinency of 
Jesus’ rebuke to our own day and way by 
bringing to view the religious forces in this 
city, and the, need of a co-operative Chris- 
tianity. . . . 

How shall the Christian forces in Los 
Angeles Christianize Los Angeles? How 
shall they capture and hold the city for 
Christ? My answer is, by a hearty, 
harmonious continuous and true Christian 
co-operation. . 

For purposes of moral and religious bck 
we must consider not only the population 
living within the city limits, but also the 
people dwelling in the thckly-settled con- 
tiguous districts. This larger Los Ange- 
les contains a poluiation of at least 65,- 
000 souls (nearer 80,000.—Ed.) This esti- 
mate is based on a registration of voters 
in t®s fast two years; 20,000 less 2000 
equals 18,000; ‘estimate of women, 15,000; 


school enrollment, between 5 and 17 years, |. 


16,000; children under 5 years, 7000; youths 
between 17 and 21 years, 7000; floating 
population, 2000; total population, 65,000. 
We estimate the: foreign-speaking popu- 
lation at. 11,000, divided thus: German, 
5000; Spanish, 2500; French, 1500; Scandi- 
navian, 1000; Italian, 600, Slavs, 500, Chi- 
nese, etc., which leaves an English-speak- 
ing population of 54,000; 

' The Christian forces of the city have 
been placed in the midst of this mass of 
65,000 people to work as ee of the 
. . 

There are in Los Anteeles. some one 
hundred religious organizations. Some of 
these are weak; are very weak namerically, 
financially, in faith and in works. 

To help 
these in classes: 

First—Roman Catholic. 

Second—Evangelicat Protestant speaking 
English. 

Third —Evangelical ‘Protestant speaking 
other languages. 

Fourth—Uredtenominational organizations. 

Fifth—Unevangelical organizations. 

Sixth—Non-christian religious orders. 

Seventh—Benevolent and charitable in- 
stitutions. 

'These last are rather agen- 
cies than productive forces y are chan- 
nels into which and through Christan 
currents should flow: Judging by numbers 
and names, Los Angeles, as A'thens of old, 
is very religious. It presents every form 
of branch and bud and blossom, beside the 
adventitious growths whieh have been put 
forth or called forth from ‘the stock of the 
Christian religion. 

First—The unevangelical forces include 


such societies as Christian Scientists. Re- 


orgapized Latter -Day Saints, Seventh-day | 


Adventists, Church of the New Era, Peo- 
ple’s and Unitarian churches. Some of 
these are loosely organized. Taken to- 
gether they reach by their teaching and in- 
fluence a number out’ of proportion to their 


membership.

Ap unbiased study of the forces and 
work of the Catholie church leads to the 


We can but 
admire the worldly wisdom displayed in 
the general system and supervision of this 
church. Prudence ip obtaining and in the 
control of property; wisdom in locating 
and building churches, schools, etc.; econ- 
omy of administration; an eye to public 
opinion; all this is admirable. But when 
we turn to the local work there seems even | 
less efficiency in .obtaining- moral and 
spiritual results than is found in the work- 
ing of a‘divided protestantism. 

Third—Norm English-speaking . Protestant 
churches: For the 11,000 foreign-speaking 
people the Catholics offer worship in the 
German and Spanish tanguages. T 
Protestants have six German churches, 
four Scandinavian and one Welsh, besides 
missions for Spanish and Chinese. Doubt- 
less co-operative efforts among the Ger- 
man and Swedish churches, in the way 
of a religious census and fellowship of 
churches would materially increase their 
influence. 

Fourth—Englich evangelical Protestant 
churches. Of the sixty evangelical 
churches in the city, fivechurches with a 
membership of 600 or 700 offer the religious 
opportunity for 2000 ne . Some of these 
need material aid and doubtless would be 
helped in many ways by a wider fellow- 
ship. There are e or ten denomina- 
tions represented by single congregations. 
One or two of these, as the Evangelical 
Lutheran, have considerable strength 
(185;) the others range in membership 
from a few dozens to one hundred, wud 
all of these churches might unite with 
the rest in any union action put forth 
in behalf of Gcd’sgnorals and for reforms 
in municipal methods. 

While they could join in some forms of 
a general religious movement there may 
be other co-operative work in which they 
could not well share. . . 

Consider then those denominations hav- 
ing several local organizations which, be- 
cause of present strength, moral influence 
and probable growth, are largely to mold 
the moral and religious condition of this 
city. 

Thirteen Methodist Episcopal churches 
with 3000 worshipers.

Only by a co-operative arrangement of 
figures shall the awh of Christian civ- 
iization be solved. 

Before offering suggestions in use of. 
which I believe local churches and their 
denominations may more unselfishly build 
themselves up and multiply . Christian 
influence and hasten the kingdom, let 
me . show a simple example the 
need of more united and thorough 
Christian effort: The public-school cen- 
sus enrolls 14,743 pupils between the 
ages of 5 and 17; one-tenth should be 
added to this to make the whole number 
for “larger Los Angeles.’’- There are over. 
e ages of 5 and 
17 living in this city. Our Sunday-schools 
report less than 7000 children on their 
rolls, while the average attendance is not 
75 per cent. of this number. Make allow- 
ance for Catholics and there must remain 
over 5000 chilaren of school age in this 
city who never attend Swunday-school and 
doubtless receive absolutely no ee 
instruction. 

Our city churches will spend 


annually 
one-half of this sum, or $125,000, which 


should largely be employed in the moral 
and religious instriiction of these same 
youth; an instruction more vital to them 
and to the welfare of the city; and although 
this large sum is expended by the churches 
the merest pittance goes to saving the 
youth and children. There is no census, 
no wise supervision, no thoughtful prepa- 
ration of house a appliance and a brief 
hour a week is deemed sufficient to pro- 
duce perfected moral manhood. Do not 
such facts echo, “‘The sons of the world are 
wiser for their own generation than are 
the sons of light for their generation?” 

Fifth—Interdenominational Christianity 
and co-operation. Los Angeles is having a 
rapid growth. It is stated that over 
$2,000,000 has been . spent upon mew build- 
ings with the year. Two thousand resi- 
dences have been completed within this 
time. Most of these houses are occupied, 
showing a large increase in the popula- 
tion, also evidenced by the 1200 school 
children added within the year. 

The increased membership of church and 
Sunday-school hardly keeps pace with the 
increase of population, but the aim of 
the city should be to overtake and to keep 


-even with the population. 


Is any one so stupid as to believe that 
our various local churches are so placed 

‘to be tnost conducive to the welfare of 
the community or ‘the building up of the 
kingdom in our midst?

I offer some ‘suggestions in the way of. 
co-operation: We should have in this city |

This committee on comity should have 
as part of its business the readjusting of 
church edifices. . . 

This same committee should annually 
have taken a religious census of the city 
in behalf of the pastors of the churches, 
especially for the upbuilding ‘of the Sun- 
day-school. 

Our churches are dying for lack of doing. 
Such a census would be the 
all sorts of religious activity. 

This committee should also have in 
charge any special evangelical move- 
ment. .. 

We should havean interdenominational 
committee on civic matters. Not that church 
and state are to be united, but if the city 


/is to be well ruled and the welfare of citi- 


zens be conserved, the Christian sentiment 
must express: itself, and while Christians 
may not act as churches or as church 
members politically, they should as men of 
Christian principles confer and co-operate 
for the public welfare. The voters of our 
churches should in some way be affiliated 
with a central civic league. 

Our churches should be affiliated with. 
undenominational organizations. 

These societies have come to stay antl 
are becoming most efficient moral and 
spiritual forces. Among them are the Y. 
M.C.A., the Y.W.C.A., the Orphans’ Home, 
the Newsboys’ Home, the Florence Home 
institutions.

Lawrence Gronlund Delivers an Ad- 
_ dress on Socialism Against 
Individualism. 


On the Threshold of the New Order 
and a Local Collectivist Society 
to be Founded in This 


City. 


Lawrence Groniund, the most noted ex- 
ponent of socialistic doctrine in America, 
‘delivered the initial address of a series 
which he will deliver during his stay in 
Los Angeles, at the Church of the New 
Era. on Main street, yesterday mcrning. 

Albeit the hall was not filled, there 
were from seven hundred to eight hun- 
dred people present—a mixed assemblage 
composed of both the higher and lower 
sirata of society, with a very fair spripk- 
ling of women. Mr, Gronlund does not 
belong to the rabid section of the Socialist 
party; indeed, he calls himself a collectiv- 
ist—a distinction without much difference— 
for the purpose of differentiating himself 
from the rank and file of the Socialist 
army. His main purpose in visiting the 
Western States is said to be to found 
coNectivist societies, of which one has 
been established in San Francisco, with 
branches in Oakland and Alameda, on sim- 
ilar lines to the noted Fabian Society of 
London. This latter organization has done 
a wondrously good work in tabulating 
facts in all departments of industry, and 
has been the means of working many re- 
forms advantageous to the laboring classes. 
Tt ts almost entirely owing to this so- 

¢lety’s action thet socialism, as a temper- 
ate, well-balanced scheme for the advance- 
ment of humanity, has been lifted from 
the mire of disrepute so far as to pro- 
voke Lord Salisbury to remark, when ob- 
jection was raised to a p 


that it was socialistic in character: ‘‘O 
that is no longer an objection.’’ . 
i The address delivered by Mr. Gronlund 
— yesterday was on the subject of ‘‘Socialism 
versus Individualism,”’ and was merely of 
a preliminary character. He began by 
’ making allusion to his desire that a col- 
: lectiviet society, similar to the London 
; Fabian, be established in Los Angeles, and 
gave it as his opinion that, with other 
societies co-operating throughout the coun- 
try, with the close of the century we 
would be on the threshold of, a co-opera- 
tive commonwealth. 

“But I prefer to call myself a collectiv- 

ist,” the speaker, ‘‘and yet there is lit- 
tle difference in the term from socialism. 
I use the term collectivism to define the 
principles I profees as differentiated from 
ahose of the Anarchists, who have an 
historical right to the title of Socialist. 
I hold that anarchy is the greatest foe 
to socialism. Its expoments say that all 
 sovermment is bad. I hold that govern- 
é ment is good, and that even a bad gov- 
| ernment is better than none, and & good 
= ne is the greatest blessing humanity can 
exptience. 

. “Socialism means simply that democracy 
in industry that we now have in politics. 
In other words, it means the personal 
authority of a king yielding place to the 
ampersonal authority of a collection of 
pecple. Its main purpose is to guarantee 
to every citizen—of either sex—suitable 
work and fitting reward. Nationalism ad- 
vocates every one receiving the same re- 
ward, but sodialism to every one accord- 
ing to his deeds. According to the theory

pamphlet by the n Pascal, I was 
etruck by a most ‘striking comparison.

MYSTERIOUS POISONING CASE 
‘AT A LODGING-HOUSE. 


flow D. ¥. Perkins Came Near His 
Death—Some Musical Events— 
Church Services—Personal 
Mention. 


PASADENA, March 10.—(Special Cor- 
respondence.) A case of mysterious poison- 
ing was discovered this afternoon at the 
Star Hotel, a rooming-house on’ Union 
street, the victim being a carpenter by 
the name of D. F. Perkins. It seems 
that Perkins, who is an unmarried man 
of about 385 years of age, has been a 
resident of Pasadena for some months 
and has had a room at the Star Hotel 
since last October. He is strictly tem- 
perate in his habits, and as far as could 
be learned, regular in his life. He has 
been in good health and moderately pros- 
perous circumstances, having for the most 
part been busy at his trade, and during 
enforced idleness. exhibiting no symptoms 
of despondency. Saturday night he ate 
his supper as usual at the restaurant 
where he has taken his meals since he 

* first came to the hotel, and nothing un- 
usual was noticed in his manner. In com- 
pany with a friend, also named Perkins, 
but not in any way related to him, he 
spent Saturday evening up-to nearly mid- 
night in his room in conversation upon 
indifferent subjects, and parted with his 
friend in apparently good spirits. This 
morning, when the man occupying the 
room next to him arose, he heard stertor- 
ous breathing in Perkins’s room, but 
thought him asleep. and snoring. He 
knocked upon the wall and called to him, 
but receiving no reply, went his way and 
thought no more of the matter. 

When Perkins did not appear at the 
restaurant at dinner there was some anx- 
iety manifested by his friend, @he Mr. 
Perkins. who had spent the evening with 
him and, in company with Mr. Baker, 
the proprietor of the hotel, they went to 
Perkins’s room and attempted to rouse 
him by knocking at the door, which was 
locked upon the inside. Failing in this 
and being convinced that something was 
wrong, they broke in the door and found 
D. F| Perkins in an apparently dying 
condition, without consciousness, and 
breathing with the greatest difficulty. Dr. 
Swearingen was hastily called and from 
an examination of the patient was con- 
vinced that he was suffering from some 
form of opium poisoning. With the assist- 
ance of Dr. MacAllister, Dr. Swearingen 
administered permanganate of potash, the 
newly-discovered remedy for morphia poi- 
soning, and after about four hours’ of 
brisk work the two physicians were able 
to force strong coffee down Perkins’s 
throat, and have him ‘‘walked’’ as cus- 
tomary in such cases. theory that

how he came so near to death, and it will 
be at least twenty-four hours before he 
will be able to do so. He was under the 
influence of the drug for at least ten 
hours, according to the theories of the 
physicians, and that he was not dead when 
found was owing to a peculiarly powerful 
physique and healthful condition of the 
system.

oils will be pe as in the famous 
Valley’ of Var, in the 


south of France. 
Mr. McIntyre ‘will, “however, run first 
on the eucalyptus, and will follow up 
with the flowers and plants as they cah 
be procured. It has before been demon- 
strated that lavender from which the fin- 
est oil can be produced can be grown 
here in profusion and of just the right 
quality, and the game may be also said 
of the rose geranium and other plants. 
Your correspondent several months ago 
received specimens of the lavender and 
rose geranium oils @istilled here, from 
which as delicate a perfumery as one 
could ask was made. The plants do not 
grow rank, thus mi a rank oil, which 
is caused nearer the Coast often by too 
much moisture, but;the temperature, with 
careful and not $90 much irrigation, is. 
just right to pr Guce the proper plant.

THE VERNON WATER CASE. 


Speculation on the Effect of. the Su- 
preme Court’s Decision. 


There was a good deal of ‘Speculation 
yesterday in reference to the points ruled 
on in the decision of the Supreme Court 
of the State in the case of the Vernon 
Irrigation Company vs. Cuy of Los Ange- 
les. 

The meager information contained in 
the press dispatches yesterday left the 
matter in such indefinite form that it 
Will be necessary to study the text of the 
decision before its scope can be 
estimated. 

Suit in the case in question was ‘brought 
by the Vernon Irrigation Company about 
eighteen months ago, and after trial in the 
Superior Court a decision in ‘favor of the 
city was rendered by Judge Shaw. 

The case was submitted to the Supreme 
Court about one year ago. 

In its suit the company, which owns 
land near the south city boundary, sought 
to enjoin the city from taking water from 
the river, except for what is needed for 
the use of inhabitants of the city. 

The company also sought to have it 
determined how much water the city 
had been using and to have the amount 
of water thereafter used out of the river 
by the city confined to'that quantity. 

The question of whether the city may 
divert water from the river and sell it 
outside the city, which question it is ex- 
pected will be decided+in this case, is not 
as important to the oty as some other 
points .involved. 

It is hoped on the part of the city that 
the final decision in the case will not 
restrict the city to the amount of water 
it may use from the river for its inhabi- 
tants. The question of whether the city 
may sell water from the river to parties 
outside the city is not of great impor- 
tance except to the parties to whom such 
water is sold, for the reason that the 
revenue to the city from such sales is 
comparatively small. 

Were it to be decided, however, that the 
city may use only a certain fixed quan- 
tity of water from the river for inhabi- 
tants of the city, it would, it is stated, 
be unfortunate to the corporation, for the 
reason that the quantity needed -is likely 
to become greater either by an enlarge- 
ment of the city boundaries or an in- 
crease in the number of inhabitants. 

Nearly all of the water diverted from 


the river which the city is selling to par- |} 


ties outside the city is sold for use on the 
Laguna ranch, south of the Ninth Ward, 
and in places south of the Fifth and Sixth 
wards.
